Engaged in 
making 
a complete 


urvey, with soundings, of the inland 
ffaterway from Jacksonville to Mi- 
mi, a crew of four engineers, one 
raughtsman and seven helpers from 
he district engineer's office in Jack- 
onville are now in Daytona aboard 
lie government houseboat Theo-de- 
ite, after having been en route south 
rom Jacksonville since June 12. 


The party will be in Daytona for a 


ew days and will likely reach New 
Smyrna the last part of this' week or 
he first part of next, completing the 
urvey and soundings of the inland 
waterway from Daytona t<j this city. 
They will likely make their headquar- 
ers in this city for a few days while 
ompiling the data on the waterway 
route in this section. 


According to statements made by 


members of the surveying crew -the 
survey now being made constitutes an 
nvestigation of the practicability of 
dredging and maintaining by the gov- 
ernment a navigable inland waterway 
hrough Florida, 
A survey of the 


rt. Johns river route will also be made 
iy the government, it is said, to de- 
termine which route is the cheapest 
and most feasible for development.

The Flordia tax millage for state 


purposes for 1324 wil be 3-4 oi a mill 
lower than it was in 1923, it is dis- 
closed by Gov. Cary A. Hardee in a 
statement fixing the millage for this 
year at 10 3-4 mills as compared with 
U& mills last year. 


In commenting upon the reduction 


wf the state milage Gov. Hardee said: 


"I am much pleased that, notwith- 


standing heavy appropriations made 
by tht legislature we are able tu re- 
duce the state millage. The millage 
last year for state purposes was 11W 
millb. It has,- been fixed for the pies- 
cut assessment at 10 3-4 mills. The 
legislature authorised an assessment 
of beven 'mills for 
general levenue 


alone. 
But we ha\e been able to 


reduce this to 5!£ 
mills and still 


maintain sufficient balances for the 
support of the state. 
Our balance 


just now is quite large. This is ac- 
counted for by reason of the fieavy 
collections in the late spring and early 
summer and must be used to tide us 
over fti those periods of the year 
when receipts are light."
